Reason for allowance 



1. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Regarding claims 1-5, the prior arts fail to teach or suggest a method for testing a 
transmission system, the method comprises a step of transferring the data stream from the logic 
circuit, along a plurality of components of the transmission system, and back to the logic circuit, 
in combination with other limitations as specified in the independent claim 1 . 

Regarding claims 6-9, 21-24, and 30-37, the prior arts fail to teach or suggest a method 
for testing a DSP of a transmission system, the method comprises a step of generating a test 
signal, wherein the test signal is generated by the DSP, and inserting the test signal in one or 
more of the plurality unused fields of the TDM stream, in combination with other limitations as 
specified in the independent claims 6, 21, 30, and 34. 

Regarding claims 10-20, and 25-29, the prior arts fail to teach or suggest a transmission 
system, the system comprises a controller coupled to the framer block, wherein the controller is 
operable to set up a connection path from the logic circuit, along the plurality of components of 
the transmission system, and back to the logic circuit, in combination with other limitations as 
specified in the independent claim 10, 16, and 25.
